A BRIEF SKETBH OF
WM. M. 0. DAWSON

SOME SALIENT FACTS CONCERN-
ING THE MAN SELECTED TO
LEAD THE REPUBLICAN
HOSTS TO VICTORY.

Hon. William Mercer Owens Daw-
son is 49 yvears of age, and was reareil
in Preston county, where he resided
until January 1, 1897, when he re-
moved to Charleston. He was edu-
cated in the common schools and a
printing office. He made his own way

as a boy and young man, by working
in a cpoper shop nights and mornings,
while attending schoel, and later by
clerking in stores.

Mr. Dawson evinced a predilection
for the newspaper business young in
life. He was one of the efficient cor-
respondents for the Intellizencer in
the early 70's. Locating at Kingwood,
he took charge of the Presiton County
Journal before he had reached his ma-
jority. Even at this period he showed
the intellectnal ability and business
sagacity which have characterized in
such large measure the years of his
maturity. TUnder his management
the Journal became a =zood . payiug
property and was regarded as one of
the best local papers in the State.

Mr. Dawson always took a lively
interest in polities. He was chairman
of the Preston county Republican
commities when he was harely of age,
and was itwice re-electeqd when he vol-
untarily retired. Tn 1880 he was nom-
inated and elected Siate Senator, the
youngest member of the bady, and the
only Republican member except his
colleasne,  Senator Dawson was re-
elected in 1884 bur when he retired of
his own choice in 1888 the Senate was
pearly enqually divided hetween the
parties.
